Pablo Ramirez Taken by Local 
Officers; Fleeing Trio 
Leave Trail 


How two Mexicans came to their 
death as the result of a gun ard 
knife attack in North Town Cuca- 
monga late Saturday night, was 
being officially determined at an 
inquest in Draper’s mortuary this 
afternoon, but police were today 
on the trail of a trio of fleeing 
Mexicans. 


Pablo Ramirez, Twenty-fourth 


street, Cucamonga, is in the county | 


jail on a charge of being one of 
the principals in the killing. 

Augustine Jiminez, 25, was kill- 
ed instantly from several knife 
stabs, through his heart, back and 
on the face. 


Arcadia Ramirez, 30, died at

Community hospital from the ef- 
fects of gun shot wounds. 

At 10:15 o'clock Saturday night, 
according to the Upland police, 
the Ramirez held in the county 
jail, and the Ramirez who was 
killed, met in front of a cafe at 
Turner avenue and Feron street 
jin an argument. 

Jiminez, nearby listening to the 
heated word argument, intervened 
as peacemaker. In the meantime 
at least three Mexicans drove up 
|in a car and parked on the op- 
posite side of Turner avenue, and 
jpart of the group went into the 
cafe to get sandwiches, the rest of 
the group joining in the argu- 
; ment. 

Coming out of the _ establish- 
|ment, one of the group rushed to 
the machine and got a shot gun. 

Police were informed by a re- 
ported eye witness that Pablo 
Ramirez was one of the principals 
in the killing and that someone of 
the argumentative group flashed a 
two-edge knife.
